who are allied in all respect^ save in their mode of life, with the 
ihy&io- t or coast communities of their respective tribes* would 
seem to justify the Indief that hereafter the aborigines of Little 
Andaman will be found to pre-stmt not only diatihcticiua of this 
nature but differences also of dialect, as is the case with Lite 
inhabitants of IkjLIi North and Middle Ain Inman, which are 
known to In? divider] into no less tlinu six triljns.

Allot her point to ha taken into account is the 
possibility of accidents being caused by falling brandies, and* 
therefore, when erecting their frail dwellings, they are careful 
to guard against this danger as far as passible, and so much 
judgment do they display in the matter that accidents of thi* 
nature are cojnpomtivsly unknown.

7- Social status being rtejjendeut not merely on the accident 
of relationship^ but on skill in hunting. fishing, Ac., and on a 
reputation for generosity mid hospitality, the chiefs and elders 
are almost invarinbly superior in every resjiect to tlio rest. 
They and their wives are at lilnerty to enjoy immunity from the 
dntagery incidental to their mode of life* ail such acta being 
voluntarily performed for them by the young unmarried persons 
living under their headship.

Its absence may be lendHy accounted 
for. fesfily by their ignorance of poison, cr at least of any method 
of utilising such .knowledge m any of them may possess, and 
secondly hy the fact tlmt they m so well aide to supply all 
their wants with the implements already referred to in the fore¬ 
going, that their inventive faculty has not been sharpened by 
the pangs of hunger to devise other or more effective means 
of destruetiocL It may lie added that slings, throwing sticky, 
dubs, bird-bolts, or blunt-headed arrows for stunning animals or 
birds are likewise nut ia use among them.

m respects the language and customs of the natives, (pAT/o+l)* 
Tbo Amlutnftnese have aio mean* of writing, and no notion a 
of religiiMu worship* The tribes which inhabit, the Anda¬ 
man group arc Negritos and i a bn to nil descended from 

n common source. They are entirely distinct from the in¬ 
habitants of tho Kicobar Island*, who ah* allied to tlic 
Malaya. There riro at least nim* Andamanese tribes speak¬ 
ing mutually umulelftgiblc languages, ail of which arc, 
however, formed after a common type of construction* and 
although an two of them &ti occasional resemblance in mota 
run be traced, the relational words and particles, postpositions, 
prolix lh and suffices which form the principal peculiarity of 
the language, are totally different for the different tribes. 

Between .Inly, 1875, and April, 18711, Mr. Man had 
prepared a vocabulary of from 1800 to 2£)Q0 South Andaman 
w^hLsj with n u mo runs illustrative phrases, and this ho hud 
intended lo iticorporato with bis report to Government. But 
before doing so, about May, 1876, Lieutenant. It, 0. Temple, 
who was at that lime in the ] -21st Fusiliers, was transferred 
from the head-quarters of his regiment in Burtnah, to do 
duty with a detachment then stationed ut Port Blair. Mr* 
Temple had already worked at the Burmese language, and 
published. a transliteration of itJ Hence, oil becoming 
acquainted with Mr. Mllh’s collections, ho took the greatest

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Interest in tiicm^ and proposed an improved system of spell¬ 
ing, which Mr. Man adopted, and they then agreed to 
work together. Gnu consequence of thiin vrns that Mr. Mon 
translated the Lord a Fraycr into South Andamanese—n 
natural but rut her an unfortunate sclent ion perhaps, as the 
Aadaififtnswe have scarcely a proper word for God/ and could 
only call prayer ' daily repetition ±s from observing tho habits 
uf the imported Mussulmans—while Mr. Teroplo wrote a 
comment and introduction, based entirely on the facts 
famished him by Mr. Man. The result was published in 
Calcutta and London fTrUbner, 1877}, in a little book of 81 
pages, colled u The Lord's Prayer translated into the South 
Andaman Language by E, EL Man, with preface, intro- 
ducliuti, and notes by R. C. TuinpW* Tin* preface in dated 
September* 1870. only four months after Mr. Temple had 
become acquainted with the language* To have written such 
a pr^ets in so short a time (seriously diminished by bis being 
engaged in studying for the higher standard examination in 
which ho passed while ftt Fort .Blair) evinces 
great powers of appreciation and coordination in Mr. Temple. 
It was the first book which gave any trustworthy account of 
this language, the nature of which I shall endeavour to 
explain in this report* 

Man and Temple then determined to work together 
for the purpose of compiling a complete grammar of the 
Lmguisge* Mr. Man collecting the data,, and Mr^ Temple

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arranging the result h. Mr. Man uLo endeavoured to obtain 
as much information as passible respecting the other tribes, 
On account of thv. narrow limits to which I must necessarily 
coniine myself, and the frn groan taiy nature of these latter 
collections, I ahull deal exet naively with the South Andaman 
language, at which these gentlemen principally worked. 
Bofi the arrangements for joint authorship were un¬ 
fortunately interfered with by Mr. Temple's being ordered 
off Ott duty to different stations in India in QeU 107E f so tlmt 
nil the manuscript, and all wrrespondonce between him and 
Mr. Man bad thus to pass through the post, entailing great 
delay, and preventing the possibility of personal cormnuni- 
eatioUp which would have been so valuable. Nevertheless* in 
the two years ending July, 1078, when Mr* Temple (who 
was then ill the 1st Ouurkhas) was ordered off on uutivu 
service, and all papers were returned to Ml Man, Mr. 
Temp]a contrived to put together and make a fair copy of 
a very copious grammar; of which a short specimen of 
11 pages, containing the first section, lf On Nouns," was 
printed for private vireukition at Calcutta in IS74 On the 
MS, being sent back to Mr. Man, wtmt over it carefully, 
to bring it up to lib advanced knowledge in a series of 
voluminous notes. These and the MS. were returned to Mr 
Ti! tuple after the war. But ha waa then appointed a Cun ton- 
ment magistrate in the Punjab, and the great pre?;- of 
business prevented him from obtaining privilege-leave, and 
thus having an opportunity to correct his grammar by the 
help of these additional notes. In the vain hope, however, 
that, ho might £nd time to do so, ho retained the MSS, till 
July, 1831, when, with great regret and reluctance, ho re- 
turned them to Mr. Man, who was at tho timo on leave in 
England. The <f specimen lp and the w Lord's Prayer M are 
the only papers that they burn printed ou the South 
Andaman language. Those which Mr, Mon has read before 
the Anthropological Institute only touch incidentally upon it. 1

Tho following* written by Mr. Temple in July T 1881, on 
finally returning tho MSS. to Mr. Mon, sums up his opinion 
of tho natuiv of tho South and oJlaer Andaman languages: 

"The Andaman languages arc one group. They are like, 
that is t connected with lJO oilier group. They hate no 
affinities by which we might infer their connexion with any 
o r her known group. The w i ■ nl -constroc t ion {the 1 i f y m o ! ■ gy p 
of tho old grammarians) is two-fold, that is, they have affixes 1 
and prefixes to the mot, of a fframmatkaf nature. Tho 
general principle of word-constractioD h agglutination pure 
and simple, In adding their affixes* they follow the prin¬ 
ciples of the ordinal agglutinative tongues. In adding 
their prefixes, they follow the well-defined principles of the 
South African tongues. Hitherto, as far ay I know, the tVo 
principles in full pla y have never been found together in any 
other language. Languages which arc found to follow tho 
one have the other in only a rudimentary form present in 
them. In Andamanese both are fully devc]u|n?d, su much so 
as to interfere with each ocher's grammatical function. 1 !. Tho 
callocaUcn of word* (or ‘syntax' to follow the old nomen¬ 
clature) is that of tho agglutinative languages purely. The 
presence of the peculiar prefixes does not interfere with ihw,

be introduced into ft sentence in any other agglutinative 
language. There are, of course^ many peenSiaritica of 
gnimiftiif in the Andaman group, and even iu mch oicinEier 
of the group, but these arc only such ft* ore incidental to 
the grammar of other language#, and do not affect it* general 
tenor. I consider, therefore, (hat the Andaman Ian gringo 
hr long to the Agglutinative stage of development, and are 
distinguished from other groups by the presence in full 
devolepmeut of the principle of prefixed and affixed gram¬ 
matical additions to the roots of words.” 

The South Andaman language, colled by the native* 
Wyip’ nfjfjtefe , 1 consists in the first place of u aerie* of bas& 
form*, which Mr. Temple reduces to root*. These forma 
may answer to any part of speech* and in particular to what 
we call eubfltimtives, adjectives or verb*. These forms do 
not vary in construction, and are not subject t© influx ion 
proper. Hence there is nothing resembling the grammatical 
gender, declension or conjugation of Aryan language*; but 
the functions of such Aryan form* arc? discharged by prefixes* 
postpositions, end suffixes. It is only in the pronouns and 
pronominal adjective* that there in anything which sLmuktea 
declension* And it is only by the use of the prefixes that 
anything like concord can be established.

Tin? above examples shew the mode of thought of ihe 
natives, ami what moat oouupies thdr attention. Thoy are 
some of the very few expreadmia of genuine untutored 
burhariana which we poreess. The analytical tramOntioii 
which 1 haw been enabled to giro, by tho help of Mr. Man 
{who ha* very carefully runaed the whole), shews not only 
the meaning of the parts of the words and the met hid 
of construction, but the great depth tn which Mr. M;«n Las 
been able to penetrate, entirely from oral instruction, into 
tho gtuilua and vocabulary of the language. 

Tim agglutinative nature of the language tend* directly 
to the detection of basic forms, and Mr. Temple Las very 
acutely punned this into the theory of root*. He «mmvcs 
that, the roots are all properly monosyllabic, and generally 
end with a consonant, hut that these mumwylLiblw are 
frequently extended by the addition of a vowel or diphthong, 
or the Heine preceded by a consonant, in which the rail 
meaning lira in. the first syllable, though it has now been 
lost, while the expansions servo as modifications. Occasion y 
the loots are of three aylbblcs. This chapter in Mr. Temple * 
«wmmar L. ono of the longest and mo=t carefhlly Btudtod, 
but his mutorsals were too scanty, and, as tho vocabulary 
increased, Mr. Man f untl it newwary to Huggrst such 
multifarious points for reconsideration, that it won d Im 
obviously premature to give the lists which Mr. Temple b« 
fumislmd. It is to be hoped that the fuller vocabulary

The* Andamanese have poetry, and that of u most remark-* 
abb kind. Their only marical mjtruraont k a stamping 
board to keep time., and to this rhythm everything seems 
to be sacrificed. The words, their order, the prejixt-S the 
suffixes the postjjositirm.s are nil more or lus& changed, the 
oprior of the words suffer^ in short, tho poetical language 
rixpiLnes a special study, which U the more difficult to give, 
as song* are always Impromptu, and not, as a rule, sung 
again offer the occasion for which tht»y weru iximposed, 
and then only by the comparer. Of the music Mr. Mon 
regrets to state that he in unable to give any information, as 
ho ia, unfortunately, totally unacquainted with the subject 
The following specimen of n sung composed by the Jftm'bu, 
to whom the above fottcns wore addrem*!, after hie Ithiiratbii 
from ei t«ix months' imprisonment, about 1865, for having 
shot down a sailor whom he found luting liberties with hie 
wife, was given to Mr. Man by the author*

The syllables marked - wers of medial length. Thou, 
were two short Rvllables at t!m end of the second md third 
line*. The three long sylldblcs ift the fourth line were very 
long and alow, each filling up a whole measure. Strange m» 
some of the changes nnd omission a wore, ibi* is one oi the 
least altered of the *onga in Mr. Tempk's grammar. V>e 
muat suppose the man to be standing before hi. comp .hums 
after liberation from prison, giving sadly at the sky ogmn 
and rating on hi» bamboo spear, sue! then the nation would 
make the wards intelligible. 

An important question an«s ha to tho durability of tlio 
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language. The Knglnh have bam there far ho short a time 
(only twenty-four years), and the only trust worthy vocabulary, 
that of Mr, Man, hits been made Far bo hi neb shorter a time, 
that there is no proper record by which the past can bo 
contrasted with the present atnte of tho language, But there 
are some names of places in the neighbourhood of Port Blair 
which eon not be explained. The Audurcmi names of places 
oro nil significant, ond this shewn that some words have 
entirely dropped out of mo, or have become unrecognisably 
modified since such places wen? named. There will also bo 
found iu the example I have given many evidently compound 
words of whose part* Sir. Man had not succeeded in obtaining 
any explanation. This therefore lead m us to HuppooiJi that the 
wortlfl may niter rapidly, wKil+‘ the cons true lions may remain. 
The difference of words and sameness of ^instruction, in the 
various Andaman tribes might be accounted for on the 
principle of independent development h owing to little infer- 
course, during many hundreds of years. The ease with which 
young .™V, an +at&-jn a mrirftT t or native of (South Middle 
Andaman, lea rued the South Andaman language, may bo 
mainly explained by the similarity of cniHtrticticm. It is 
not so much the words of a foreign language which pu^jdo 
us ns the native method of putting those words together, for 
this depends upon an original divergence In tho lines of 
though^ which gpooh become impossible tu reconcile. When, 
therefore, the construction remains the same, the shifting 
from one sat of words to another is comparatively tawy. At 
tho sarjit- time, this example may serve to shew with what 
case any one of these languages may change its words* If 
ilaarip Man and Temple succeed in getting their vocabulary 
and grammar of the South And unarm tongue officially re¬ 
cognised, and boo ha come t& be printed in accordance witll 
them, and used in tho Andaman Jfoiaea T and finally over nil
